JONES, NOW retired, said the House 
Asfiassinutions Commillce has not con- 
tacted him. He said the final report and 
all tapes, documents and otiier maie- 
riql accumulated during the probe wiui 
turned over to Curry, wliom Jones 
thought pa.ssed it on to the Warren 
Commission. 

' jllowevcr, no mention of ihe police 
prpbc or its results was made in the 
Warren report or the accompanying 26 
volumes of supjdcmentary reports. 

1 jCurry said Friday he didn’t "really 
know" if any material from the probe 
was sent to tiie Warren Commission. 
Ciirry, who has not been contacted by 
the committee, said, "I don't remember 
wljiai all was sent up there now," 

Police Capt. Jack Ucvillc, a member 
of| Curry's special unit, said it "sur- 
prises me" that the file didn't reach the 
Wprren Commission, lie said lie has 
talked to House Assassinations Commit- 
tep investigators on three different 
occasions and told them he could not 
"l^elp because I have nothing to sup- 



jHirt or disprove your allegations or 
whatever you ore thinking.'* 

The McCaghren file contained inpcji 
of continuou.s police radio dl.s])atchcs 
on the day of the Kennedy ossas.sina- 
lion Ihni appear to be more conipleie 
than the transcripts of those tapes 
reviewed by the Warren CommiKslon. 

Police radio tutios supplied to the 
Warren Commission reflected six niln- 
»uies of unintelligible noise from 12:28 
to 12:34 p.m, Kennedy was shot at 12:30 
p.m. 

Reville recoiled that he submitted a 
report after interviewing Ruby twice 
in jail. Statements taken from every. 




person in tho i)olicc dcpurimcnt base^ 
meal m ihe lime Ruby shot Oswald 
were included in ihc special miil file, 
Reville said, in addition to a slopwaich 
liming for ihe period ll would have 
taken Ruby lo walk from the down- 
town Wesicrn Union office lo the base- 
ment. 

"RIlSULTS of polygraph tests given 
to ceriuin Dallas imlicemcn were 
jdaced in tlie file, including tests given 
Sgt. Roy Vaughn, the officer guarding 
the ramp that the Warren Commission 
concluded Ruby used to enter the base- 
ment. 

Other leads checked by the Curry 
unit — some cither apparently not 
available to the FBI or not reimrled lo 
the Warren Coiniui.s.sion — were con- 
tained In the McCaghren tile. 

McCughreu, lieutenant in charge of 
biirglui 7 and theft investigations in 
1963, was director of intelligence for 
the police dcpiirtmeut from 1969 to 
1972. He was as.'jistaui chief in charge 
of special invcsiigalions until demoted 
to captain in 1972 by then Chief Frank 
Dyson. He resigned from the force in 
1974. 

McCaghren is the second Dallas- 
area resident known to have been sub- 
poenaed by the House Assassinations 
Committee. The 12-iiiember commillco 
has scheduled 40 days of public hear- 
ings on the ii.s.sn.s.sinntinn$ of Kennedy 
and Marlin Luther King Jr. starting in 
September. 

Dallas restaurant owner Joe Cam- 
pisi appeared Thursday uuder sub- 
poena before liie committee's subcom- 
mittee on ilie Kennedy a.s.sassinalion. 
Hu tc.stUied behind closed doors. 

Campisi knew Ruby, who ate dinner 
at Cnmpisi's rcsiuurnni the night 
before the assassination. And Campisi 
visited Ruby in jail one week after Os- 
wald was slain. 

Chief commlltcu counsel G. Robert 
Blakcy said Friday he "can’t even com- 
ment that he (Campisi) appeared or 
didn't appear."
